An Act to authoriae the Town Board of Supervisors to levyia Speeial Tax
for the purpose of conscructing and maintaining Permacent Bridges.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in

Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows:

Seoron 1. The respective boards of supervisors in any
town in this state are hereby authorized and empowered
to levy and eollect a tax on all the taxable property of
such town, for the purpose of rebuilding and maintaining
suitable and permanent: btfid%?b 'ACros8 any river, stream
or creek in any such town, whenever the board of super-
visors of any such town shall deem it necessary, for the
public interest and convenience, to rebuild repair or main-
tain any such bridge: Provided, That no such tax shall
exceed the sum of three hundred dollars for any bridge,
anrd not more than one such tax shall be levied and col-
lected in any one year in any of said towns: And pro/
vided further, That all the supervisors agree in levying
and assessing such tax. o

Seo. 2. 8aid tax shall be levied and collected whenever
any of said board of supervisors shall decide, in the same
mannér as other town taxes are levied and ccllected.
